BRAINERD^ SIXTIETH ANNIVERSARY-- 
An excellent opportunity to incorporate observance of Brainerd^ 
sixtieth anniversary is provided in the Washington bicentennial ob­ 
servance planned for this city in early summer. 
As has been sug­ 
gested, the two observances could be celebrated at the same time, 
a'dding local color to the Washington bicentennial and, at the same 
time affording Brainerd the opportunity of fittingly observing the an­ 
niversary of the sixtieth year of its existence. 
Committees are now at work on the project. 
They report 
enthusiastic response from the different civic organizations in the way 
of pledged co-operation. 
This is an essential feature of any observ­ 
ance and every civic Unit must be represented if the observance is to 
be characteristic of Brainard and befitting the occasion. 
Authority for the sixtieth anniversary is Smalley’s history of 
the Northern Pacific railroad. 
Smalley tells us that in June, 1870, 
the board of directors of the Northern Pacific railroad company de­ 
cided that their projected line westward should not cross the Missis­ 
sippi river at the village*of Crow Wing but six miles farther north or 
upon the site of the present railroad bridge at the brink of where 
Brainerd now enfolds into a city of sizeable proportions. 
Northern Pacific railroad officials designated the place for the 
bridge as *‘The Crossing/’ 
The rails were laid westward from Thom­ 
son and reached “The Crossing” in 1871. 
About the same time, prompted by the coming of the railroad, 
a town was platted and named Brainerd. 
J. Gregory Smith, of Ver­ 
mont, was then president of the Northern Pacific, Smalley writes. 
The heritage of a name was left this city by Mr. Smith. Smalley 
tells us that his wife’s maiden name was Brainerd, hence the naming 
of this city. 
Smalley writes that this city was named Brainerd in 
commemoration of Mrs. Smith’s father. 
Gregory Park, now a beauty spot in the second ward, received 
its name in token of the interest and in honor of the then president of 
the railroad. 
Smalley’s history, written in 1873, continues with the forma­ 
tion of a government in Brainerd in 1871. 
The first election was 
held also in that year. 
But, it was not until 1872, just sixty years ago, that the first 
council was organized and the city government drafted. 
Reminiscenses such as these should arouse a feeling of deep 
sincerity in Brainerd citizens. 
It should prompt them to aid in what- 
evre manner possible in the observance of Brainerd s sixtieth anniver­ 
sary. 
And, no greater significance could be added than to stage the 
observance in connection with the Washington bicentennial. 


DIPLOMACY— 
The rules by which the game of international diplomacy is 
conducted must, now and then, seem exceedingly silly— to anyone but 
a diplomat. 
Japan recently established a new nation in Manchuria and put 
Henry Pu-Yi as its nominal boss. The United States doesn’t approve. 
So, the other day, the new Manchurian state appealed to the 
United States government for recognition. Officials at Washington re 
fused to acknowledge even that the appeal had been received. 
They 
won’t let the appeal be published. 
To do so would give it some sort 
of official standing. 
Furthermore, to quote a Washington dispatch, “if the new 
state had sent an officail representative to the State Deparment, o 
course, he would not have been received, as the United States is of 
ficially ignorant of the Changchun adventure.” 
Diplomacy is a nice game, but it does lead to some funny 
situations.

The legislatures of four states have already ratified the “lame 
duck” amendment to the Constitution, which would advance the in 
auguration of presidents from March to January and would do away 
with the archiac. short sessions of discredited congresses. 
This speedy response indicates that th eamendment will not be 
long in getting the necessary ratification by three-fourths of the stales 
That is quite as it should be. 
Once ratified, the amendment will make the government at 
Washington much more responsive to the will of the people, and wil 
end a great deal of lost motion in Uncle Sam s federal machinery. 
May the remaining 32 ratifications come through as speedily as the 
first four did!

Newton D. Baker’s recent suggestion that Congress be kept in 
session permanently, except for temporary recesses to provide the 
members with brief vacations, is not quite as startling as it sounds, 
when you stop to think about it. 
Congress, after all, is nothing on earth but the instrument 
through which the ordinary citizens can express their feelings and con- 
trql their government. 
Why shouldn’t it be on the job all the time?

Nothing is older than the wa} in which certain interests, in 
recent years, have tried to make people believe that the countiy is 
better off when congress is adjourned.

It has no choice 
in this respect, and it follows that 
our citizens must adopt a new char­ 
ter. Not to adopt a new charter ex­ 
poses every elected and appointed of­ 
ficial to criticism by the 
public 
at 
large through no fault of 
his, and 
cvcnutally this will operate to dis­ 
suade good citizens from serving in 
office. No public 
spirited 
individual 
can be expected to serve when he 
knows that his fellow citizens have, 
through lack of thought and lack of 
cooperation, made him inefficient in 
performing public service before he 
even attempts a start. 
What is the difference between a 
city of the third and fourth classes? 
The 
fundamental 
basis 
for 
distin­ 
guishing the two is having less than 
or more than 10,000 people according 
to the last federal census. But just 
what the differences may be from a. 
constitutional 
and 
administrative 
standpoint, w’c do not venture to state. 
We doubt if anyone can list all tho 
differences. Laws and' court, decisions 
on matters of this kind are too numer­ 


ous. All we can do is to place our­ 
selves constitutionally, so to say, in 
the category of a third class city; 
and as time passes on and we be­ 
come 
confronted 
with 
the 
various 
, problems that time brings with It, 
our officials will be enabled to act in 
accordance with what the situations 
and the laws require. It fs an 'ever­ 
changing piece of work in . every re­ 
spect, 
Therefore, we need have 
no 
fear 
that a new charter is going to intro­ 
duce new difficulties. It is merely a new 
machine replacing an obsolete ma­ 
chine. To keep abreast of the time and 
to make use of our ever-idoveloping 
local talent, we need a new machine.

PITTSBURGH LOOMS 
AS REAL GAMBLE IN 
1932 PENNANT RACE 


New York, April 4.—(LR>—Lower di­ 
vision team s of the National league 
will s ta rt the 1932 season next week 
fortified with an abundance of hopes 
for im provem ent and some of them, 
with real reasons for m aking percent­ 
age gains. 
Last y ear’s second division clubs, in 
order of finish, were the Pittsburgh 
Pirates, Philadelphia Phillies, Boston 
B raves and Cincinnati Reds. 
Of these the Reds have completely 
outclassed their rivals in the m atter 
of 
probable 
individual 
player 
and 
team improvement. They have added 
strength. The Reds had fair pitching 
a y ear ago, but gam e after gam e was 
dribbled away because the Cincy hurl­ 
ers did not get the two or three runs 
needed to bring victory. 
Cincinnati was credited with having 
been the “goat” of the four-ply trade 
with Brooklyn. Now' it appears that 
this m ight not have been the case. 
In obtaining Babe H erm an the Reds 
got a whole lot of the batting strength 
they need. Of course it’s possible that 
the Babe will sulk over having been 
traded dow nstream but the chances 
are th at he will attem p t 
to 
“show 
those guys.” And when H erm an really 
tries he gets things done. 
M anager Dan Hovvley of the Rods 
will offer Harvey 
Hendrick, 
Taylor 
Douthit, 
George 
G rantham , 
Wally 
R oettger, Ernie Lom bardi, Wally Gil­ 
bert and Clyde Manion as material 
added since the sta rt of the 1931 sea­ 
son. Tony Cuccionello, Joe Stripp and 
Clyde Sukeforth are the chief losses. 
In other words, the Reds have gained i 
batting power, which they sadly need­ 
ed, and lost none of their adm itted 
pitching strength. 
The Phillies of 1932 don’t appear to 
be greatly different th an those of 1931. 
There has been only slight personnel 
change. They will continue (largely 
because of Chuck Klein) to be one of 
the heaviest hitting team s in the m a ­ 
jors, but their form er pitching w eak­ 
ness remains. There is more than an 
even chance that Philadelphia, which 
finished 
sixth last season, 
m ay 
be 
passed by the Reds or the Braves, or 
both. 
This is almost certain to happen if 
Phil Collins, Jum bo Elliott, the lead­ 
ing pitchers, do not have creditable 
seasons. 
P ittsbur gh, last year ’s second divi- j 
sion leader, shapes up as a real g am -| 
hie. This is because there seems to . 
be no sensible reason for- predicting 
significant advances, serious loss of 
ground or a retention of its present 
position. 
M anager George Gibson is now toy­ 
ing yith the idea of substituting Dave 
Barbee, obtained from Hollywood, for 
Adam Com orsky in left field. Barbee 
m ight add the batting power the P i­ 
rates need. Elsewhere the clubs seems 
destined to remain 
virtually intact. 
P ittsb u rg h ’s pitching staff, headed by 
L arry F rench and H einie Meine, is a 
capable 
one, 
and 
is 
virtually 
un­ 
changed. 
The Boston Braves, 
last 
season’s 
.seventh place club, will pin their hopes 
to new' material. F ritz Knothe, ob­ 
tained from Seattle, is to play third, 
and Oscar E ckhardt, outfielder, bought 
from the Missions 
and 
the 
Pacific 
coast’s leading batter in 1931, promise 
to add batting strength. The Braves 
d rafted P itcher Walter' Betts from St. 
Paul, and he seems destined to earn 
a reg u lar place. 
A rt Shires, one of the players fans
